Kipling refused the vaccine for 
health reasons, saying it is “possi- 
bly linked to the Gulf War 
drome, and so I didn’t want to take 
it.” 

Kipling figures his military 
career is through because of the 
controversy.

hen 630 CHED, the self-pro- 
isis “information super- 

station” unplugged Jerry 
Bellikka in mid-January, it lost a 
credible journalist, one of its few 
Edmonton-based personalities and 
a balanced host. 

That final reason probably caus- 
ed Bellikka’s downfall because it 
appears CHED listeners don’t 
want to hear both sides of issues. 

Darryl Hooke, the station’s pro- 
gramming manager, offered the 
standard catch-all, ratings, for 
paving over Bellikka. Indeed, the 
AM talkie fell in the autumn rat- 
ings period from a 13.2 share to 
10.7 according to the Bureau of 
Broadcast Measurement’s survey. 
Of course, ratings — like any sta- 
tistic — can be trained to roll over, 
bark and play dead. 

Apparently, station management 
blamed Bellikka because his pro- 
gram wasn’t carrying listeners 
from Dave Rutherford’s morning 
rants and the noon news. People 
started tuning in again at 2 p.m. for 
Dr. Laura’s syndicated sermons to 
people wrestling with moral dilem- 
mas (none of whom, I assume, 
have naked photos of themselves 
posted on the Internet). 

Since the axe fell on Bellikka, 
CHED has followed Rutherford’s 
Calgary-based bellowing with Dr. 
Laura’s advice to Americans. 

It should provide a seamless 
transfer for listeners because both 
hosts manage to pander to an audi- 
ence that’s either blind or forgiving 
of blatant hypocrisy. Hyped as a 
hard-ass, Rutherford is somewhat 
undone if you've tuned into his 
thumbsuckers on scandals involv- 
ing Ralph’s Team or fearless de- 
fences of the oilpatch while he 
invokes the crimes of socialist 
bogeyman in Ottawa. His hand- 
holding sessions with Stock Day 
and other cabinet ministers usual- 
ly segue into his obsessive pursuit 
of cutting taxes or privatizing

Blood might be thicker 
than common sense. 

But it seems odd to dump a 
home-town personality in favor of 
two outsiders. For his part, 
Bellikka is somewhat bewildered 
by this turn of event. 

“I still have not been given a rea- 
son in writing. I have been given 
two or three different reasons, 
none of which seem to go togeth- 
er,” Bellikka told SEE last week. “I 
have been told it was ratings. One 
person told me it was related to 
the timing of the show. Another 
person told me I wasn’t cut out to 
be a talk-show host.” 

Fortunately, Bellikka — who 
came from ITV in 1995 — didn’t 
flack for any company and can 
leave talk radio with his journalis- 
tic integrity untainted by on-air 
peddling for car dealers, restau- 
rants, jewelers or alarm systems. 

Hopefully, some enterprising 
news director at one of this city’s 
television or radio stations will 
capitalize on CHED’s mistake. 

Meanwhile, listeners who are 
actually interested in hearing 
Edmonton programming might 
want to tune out CHED, except 
when Rod Phillips can be counted 
on to call it like he sees it at Oilers

That’s because both companies have larger offices in 
Southern Alberta that in the north. 

Word has it that among the most senior employees 
to receive pink slips was the affable Don Rogers, 
who handled prairie promotions for PolyGram’s A&M 
Records. Other label employees were apparently 
being interviewed for their own jobs — some of 
whom had never been interviewed in the first place 
after being promoted from lesser posts.

Tories t0 duck impact of rights ‘ing 


Critics smell a smokescreen as province builds fences against Vriend decision

Wf ence building” legislation to insulate the Klein 
Piecvemien from last spring’s Supreme Court 
decision on the Delwin Vriend case is expected 
to be introduced when the spring legislative 
begins Feb. 15, a Liberal MLA says 

A committee of four top Tory cabinet ministers — 
Justice Minister Jon Havelock, Treasurer Stockwell 
Day, Intergovernmental Affairs Minister David 
Hancock and Community Affairs Minister Shirley 
McClellan — have been working on new rules to muf- 
fle the impact of the high court’s ruling that Alberta 
include sexual orientation in its human rights legisla- 
tion. 

But the so-called fence building commit- 
tee’s work has been shrouded in 
mystery since it formed last April, 
said Gary Dickson, the Opposition 
Liberal’s human rights critic. 

“You have Stockwell Day and 
Jon Havelock and a couple of 
other cabinet ministers, so there is 
nobody in the outside community 
involved. And this allows them to 
operate in absolute secrecy,” 
Dickson told SEE. 

“They were looking at over 20 
different statutes but in terms of 
what they are going to recommend, I 
don’t know.” 

Premier Ralph Klein formed the 
committee, charged with finding 
ways the Vriend decision could 
affect existing laws and to propose so-called “fence- 
building” legislation to exempt those laws from the 
Supreme Court ruling. 

The committee might, for 
example, change defini- 
tions in some statues, 
excluding same-sex 
couples from the 
term spouse. Another 
strategy might be to 
invoke the Charter of Rights and Freedom's notwith- 
standing clause, saying some provincial acts or parts 
of those acts would operate regardless of the Vriend 
decision. 

Whatever steps the committee ultimately takes, 
Dickson suggested it would take action without warn- 
ing, introducing sweeping legislation without first fil- 
ing a report for discussion. 

“The session begins Feb. 15, and we're expecting to 
see something on this Feb. 16 or 17,” he said. 

Murray Billett, a spokesperson for the Edmonton 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance, said the committee’s work 
could affect approximately 60 different acts covering 
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everything from adoptions to taxes. 

Billett also expects the committee to act swiftly 
and, in his opinion, ruthlessly 

‘Stockwell Day and I don’t see eye to eye — and it’s 
not because I’m a foot taller than he is, either,” Billett 
said 

“The committee has, I dare say, some of the most 
powerful people in this government and that is telling 
The calibre of the people on the committee is telling 
as to how seriously they take this.” 

Billett cautioned that the provincial government 
should move slowly. If fence-building legislation is 

proposed without warning, it 
would come at a time of political 
unrest among gay communities 
across Canada. While the federal gov- 
ernment is preparing to make more 
concessions to same-sex couples, 
gay rights’ groups are unsatisfied 
with steps they regard as being 
too little too late. To that end, the 
Toronto-based Foundation for 
Equal Families has filed an omnibus 
lawsuit against the federal govern- 
ment, seeking changes to some 60 
pieces of federal legislation that 
affect same-sex couples, from tax 
regulations to conjugal visits in pris- 
ons. 

Billett said gays in Alberta would like 
to take similar action against the provincial govern- 
ment. 

“But we just blew the bank (financing the Vriend 
defence) and, we thought, helping this country and 

this province understand the reality of 

human rights.” 

3 He hopes the province 
recognizes that tensions 
would run high if the 
fence-building laws are pro- 
posed. When the Vriend deci- 
sion came down, “this province 
almost went crazy and the emotions really 
started running hot,” he said. 

“So they should be careful of how they proceed.” 

But Dickson suspects the Conservatives will take 
advantage of the controversial nature of the commit- 
tee’s proposals, using them as a political smoke 
screen to drown out debate in other areas. 

“In one respect this government would love to see 
the province consuméd by a raging debate over the 
same-sex benefits entitlements and that sort of thing, 
because there truly are differences of opinion on this 
and it allows them to deflect attention from all the 
problems they are having with health and education, 
and those sorts of things,” he said.

“Pete Seeger said something once that 
meant a lot,” said Michael Asch from 
Victoria, where he moved recently after 
retiring from the U of A. “He said you 
could look at the collections of the 
national museums in Britain and in 
France and in the United States, and they 
wouldn't come anywhere near the scope 
and the importance of what was accom- 
plished in 50 years by this one guy with 
no money. It's a monument to what one 
person could do.” 

Not only that, but since the ongoing 
Folkways collection has now passed into 
the hands of the Smithsonian Institute in 
Washington, it was only natural that. the 
Smithsonian be brought into the project. 

“It was wonderful to have (the 
Smithsonian) very favorably impressed 
with what we had planned and with the 
work we were doing,” Davis said. “It 
wasn’t at all like they were saying, ‘who's 
this small, little broadcaster in the wilds 
of the north and what are they doing with 
the collection?” 

The Smithsonian took over Folkways 
in 1987. Archivist Jeff Place says it took 
some convincing on both sides to allow 
the deal to go through. On the 
Smithsonian side, he suggested, “certain 
conservative elements weren't entirely

over a record label.” And on the other 
side, Moses Asch had already sold 
Folkways in the 1970s — to educational 
publisher Scholastic Books — but bought 
it back because he didn’t like the way it 
was being run. 

Now, Smithsonian Folkways continues 
to create new recordings and continues to 
make all of Asch’s over 2,000 titles avail- 
able for mail order. And though the noto- 
riously techno-skeptical Asch might 
cringe at the notion of Folkways selec- 
tions made available over the Internet 
(“He didn’t like stereo recording,” Place 
explained. “He preferred to record things 
with a single mic hanging from the ceiling. 
And he didn’t like cassette tapes.”), Place 
is confident the Smithsonian is carrying 
on his vision admirably. 

“Asch very much existed on the mar- 
gins,” Place said. “He thought in terms of 
records which might have sales numbers 
of 600. Lod ae at can flow just didn't 
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prise recently when a Smithsonian 
Folkways re-issue of a 1950's recording of 
North American tree frogs became a hit 
on campus radio in the U.S. “Kids are par- 
tying to it now, I guess,” Place laughed. 

And the Smithsonian knows the CKUA 
project will boost the prominence of 
Folkways even more, especially if Davis 
follows through on interest in the series 
from other broadcasters around the 
world. 

“This is something very special to (th« 
Smithsonian),” Ennis said. She and tech- 
nical producer Dan Cherwoniak were 
welcomed with open arms in May 1998 as 
Folkways celebrated its 50th anniversary 
at New York’s Carnegie Hall. They came 
away from the visit with interviews with 
the likes of Pete Seeger and saw perfor 
maneces by the likes of Lucinda Williams 
Mickey Hart and the New Lost City 
Ramblers. Expect to hear all that and 
more through the course of the series, 
which will air every Sunday at 10 a.m 
starting Jan. 31.

Puccini’ perfect opera comes to the Jue

he story is archetypally famil- 
T= A bunch of hip, funky 
young friends sharing close 
quarters in the big city as they 
breathlessly search for their slice 
of the pie and maybe even love! 

Of course I’m talking about 
Giacomo Puccini's La Bohéme, a 
tragic/comic love story about a 
tight-knit group of struggling 
Bohemian artists celebrating 
Christmas Eve in their Latin 
Quarter garret, currently being 
mounted by Edmonton Opera 
under the direction of artistic 
director Michael Cavanagh. 

But you're forgiven if you 
thought I was referring to some- 
thing else entirely. While La 
Bohéme suffered less than laudato- 
ry reviews when it premiéred in 
Italy in 1896, it has gone on to be 
one of the most popular and oft- 
performed operas of all time and a 
source of derivative inspiration for 
many other artists, including the 
recent Broadway musical Rent 
(which lifted Puccini's plot pretty 
much wholesale, translating the 
Paris garret into New York lofts 
and consumption into AIDS), 
and even the popular sitcom 
Friends (another bunch of 
fun-loving kids living together 
in funky urban digs). 

Monique Pagé, a Montreal- 
based artist who plays the ' 
consumptive seamstress 
Mimi in the Edmonton 
production of the 
opera, said the story 
of La Bohéme cannot 
age and is still as fresh 
today as it was when it 
was written, particular- 
ly under the direction of 
Cavanagh. Not to mention 
that this classic opera fea- 
tures one of Puccini’s 
most seamless scores.

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get the latest conditions on the slopes. Look in the 

Yellow Pages and you'll find numbers for every resort in 
Alberta and B.C., as well as for the smaller hills in town. 
Lake Louise even lets you find out what the conditions are 
at five different areas with one phone call, though long dis- 
tance charges apply. The question is, what can they tell you 
and what does it mean? 

The answer is, there's no science involved in decoding a 
snow report. Most resorts update their snow line every 
morning, usually ai some ungodly hour. Vince at Snow 
Valley Ski Club says that’s when ski hills send out their 
grooming machines to even out the snow on the slopes and 
let it set before the hordes of marauding skiers and board- 
ers get at it. Hence, the temperature they give you is not 
likely to be the temperature you'll encounter when you get 
there. 

A snow report will include a base accumulation. In the 
mountains, a couple of metres of base snow is not unusu- 
al. Vince says that, as of this week, Snow Valley sits at 
about 65 centimetres, which is plenty of good snow for a 
city run. Most hills will boast of recent accumulation, to let 
powder enthusiasts know how much of the fresh fluffy 
stuff there is. 

According to Vince, Snow Valley grooms all its runs and 
has the capacity for 100 per cent man-made snow cover- 
age, though the steady snow through late December and 
January assured 100-per-cent coverage on their runs by 
Christmas Day. Likewise, mountain resorts are boasting 
large accumulations and consistent coverage without hav- 
ing to run the snowmakers too much. 

The report is also likely to inchide details about whether 
the hill or resort machine-grooms its runs. Machine 
groomed runs tend to be less icy, more level and firmer 
than non-groomed runs, making them more inviting to less 
experienced skiers. 

Finally, ski resorts and hills tend to include details of 
package deals, specials and availability of accommoda- 
tions, making it easy for would-be ski vacationers to get a 
handle on their options without having to do too much leg- 
work. Keep the phone directory handy when you're plan- 
ning your next trip to the hill or ski holiday.

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f you're thinking about trying rock climbing for the first 
fine, there aren't many things you need to begin with 
Any climbing gym worth its sali should be able to provide 
any and all of the specialized equipment you'll need, from 
shoes and chalk bag to a harness, belay device and rope 
The most important thing you can bring climbing is your 
brain, After all, your brain is the clever little gadget that’s 
convinced you to try reck climbing in the first place, right? 
Well, it’s also going to get you to seek at least a small 
amount of qualified instruction, just so you don’t hurt your 
self or anyone else and so you get the most enjoyment out 
of your first efforts at the sport. Double-check for this item 
before you leave the house, all right? While moving climb 
ing indoors to the controlled environment of a gym elimi- 
nates unpleasant natural surprises, like rock slides and 
inclement weather, it doesn’t eliminate the potential for 
injury that comes from not thinking 
As far as clothing for climbing, it’s pretty basic: T-shirt, 
shorts, sport secks. The shirt and shorts should be loose 
fitting to allow you to move freely, but not baggy. Baggy 
stuff catches on things and gets in the way. The knobby 
kneed or vaguely klutzy potential climber may wish to sub- 
stitute sweatpants for shorts to afford a touch of protec- 
tion around those easily bruised and scraped joints, but 
again, make sure they're not baggy. The crotch of one’s 
pants must not be given room to roam in a climbing gym 
Sport socks are required because: a) most people have a 
thing about. putting their bare feet inside rental shoes; and 
ri) 1 b) even if you don’t have that ick factor working for you, 
Snowboards up to 35% off! there are health codes. You'll need them for walking 
around the gym when you're not in your climbing shoes, 
and you won't always want to be in your climbing shoes. 
You may also wish to bring other workout-related items 
— a towel, a long-sleeved shirt to wear while warming up 
and/or taking a breather, and, perhaps, a water bottle if you 
have an aversion to public fountains or you have a magic 
Boots also up to 35% off! performance-enhancing elixir you wish to keep to yourself.

Pi (1998), newly out on video, is a rubber-budget indie 
gem by first-time writer/director Darren Aronofsky. It’s a 
tale of cosmic conspiracy, personal paranoia and math. 
Lotsa math. Aronofsky, knowing he’d never be able to sell 
his script to the studios, instead asked everyone he knew 
for $100, and subsequently shot one of the most original 
and mind-blowing movies in years. 

The story begins with Max Cohen (Sean Gullette), a 
workaholic number theorist, looking for patterns in the 
stock market just as his mentor, Sol (Mark Margolis), 
sought patterns in pi. It quickly spirals outwards from 
there, encompassing Jewish mysticism, -artificial intelli- 
gence, chaos theory and the secret name of God. 

The mathematical concepts at the heart of the film are 
explained clearly and without detracting from the pacing. 
What’s even more impressive is the way Aronofsky reflects 
the math in his stylistic choices. The film is shot in high- 
contrast black and white, which not only reflects Cohen’s 
sun-scarred eyes and mind, but also brings to mind the col- 
ors of the Go game. The strange, not-quite-letterbox aspect 
ratio Aronosfsky shot in just happens to be a golden rec- 
tangle, the perfect figure which defines much of nature.

Practical Geometry: Cube (1998): Six two-dimensional 
characters trapped in a three-dimensional death trap. What 
was once a funky idea for a Twilight Zone episode be- 
comes a tepid idea for a low-budget Canadian horror flick.

f Bob Wiseman’s shirt is half as ugly as it was the last time he was 

in Edmonton, that alone should be worth the price of admission to 

his show Sunday, Jan. 31 at the City Media Club (6005 - 103 St.) 
And if it’s not, you'll still get more than your money's worth from Bol 
Wiseman, Bob Snider and Selina Martin. 

“Selina who?” you may ask. But if you were one of the handful in 
attendance last July when Wiseman and Martin played at the Stanley 
A. Milner Library Theatre, you've probably already bought your ticket 


for Sunday’s event. 


When Wiseman takes the stage, expect a piano played like you'v 
never seen one played before. Not just the white keys. Not just the 
black keys. Also the top, the bottom, the legs and the chair. You 
might say Wiseman likes to stray from the mainstream, with a set that 
ranges from experimental to political to downright amazing. 

Last July, Martin opened Wiseman’s show, and J spent the next two 
months searching the stores for her latest CD, Space Woman. (I final 
ly found it and it was definitely worth the effort.) With her immedi- 
ately likable stage presence, a quirky delivery on songs that are part 
social commentary, part fun and part angry (sometimes all at the 
same time), she’s one talent to keep an eye on. And that’s not even 
taking into account her skill at making wine glasses sing.

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he came (... and came), they 

laughed, she hurled, they laid 

her tits on their heads. Yes, 
New York sexpert Annie Sprinkle 
was back in town. 

Not every girl’s CV boasts such 
an impressive list of things she’s 
put up her pussy — a list she can 
sing to the tune of The 12 Days of 
Christmas (* . one large kiel- 
basa, a 12-page love letter, and an 
Am-er-er-i-can fla-a-ag”). 

Sprinkle was 18 when Deep 
Throat sparked her interest in 
dirty movies, launching the first 
phase of her sex career — the 
Porn Starlet: 1970 - 73. 

Sprinkle says she never had a 
problem having sex on camera. “It 
was the acting that was a bit 
embarrassing.” That and trying to 
keep a straight face while your 
butt-ugly “boyfriend” shoves his 
butt-ugly willy in your face and 
grunts “Gimme a blowjob” with all 
the seductiveness of a slug. (Ah, 
the 70s, when all you needed to 
make porn was a pussy light — 
“it’s dark in there when you're 
going in for the close-ups” — and a 
girl willing to take two penises in 
her vagina for an extra $20; when 
the sign of a true pro was a guy 
who could count down from 10 to 
his cum shot no matter how many 
crew were standing around.) 

Sprinkle’s next phase — The 
Queen of Kink: 1974 - 77 — proved 
she’s obviously someone who 
throws herself into her work. Well, 
throws up, actually. 

“Don’t take this stuff too seri- 
ously, folks,” Sprinkle says sooth- 
ingly while a clip from Sluts and 
Slobs has her vomiting on some 
poor, um, slob. “There's a fetish

for everyone,” our friendly host 
chirps as another clip shows her 
pulling out a tampon. 

“That girl did some wacky stuff,” 
Sprinkle muses, watching her for- 







mer self on screen. Wacky enough 
to make her wonder about the 
direction her career was headed. 

About this time, Sprinkle decid- 
ed she should take matters into 
her own hands and entered her 
next phase — Director/Producer: 
1978 - 82. “I found a guy, gave him 
the best blow job ever, and he 
agreed to produce my first film,” 
Sprinkle recounts with pride. “The 
film became number two and start- 
ed a whole genre of porn directed 
by women.” 

Then came safe-sex porn, porn 
for couples and lesbian-friendly 
porn, some of which was available 
at the show along with other 
Sprinkle merch, including her “tit 
prints” and Pleasure Activist 
Playing Cards. 

Obviously, healthy sexuality 
isn’t the only thing she’s promot- 
ing. But it ain't easy being sex posi- 
tive. 

“I'm a lot of things people love 
to hate: I’m a pornographer, I’ve 
been a prostitute, 'm a woman, a 
Jew, a lesbian and a New Yorker.” 
One radio host in Australia certain- 
ly didn’t censor himself during a 
vitriolic rant against Sprinkle’s 
show (which she says he hadn’t 
even seen); he concluded with the 
comment, “Adolf, where are you 
when we need you?” 

“Sex is extremely political,” 
Sprinkle sighs on stage after play- 
ing the review. 

Sprinkle is sweet, honest and 
down-to-earth. You can’t help but 
like her. But best of all, while not 
apologizing for anything she’s 
done (even some of the flakier 
tantric sex videos in which she 
“meta-bates” herself to “cry- 


gasms”), she doesn’t go out of her 
way to defend it. Instead, she’s 
right at home in the contradictions 
and the questions — even the real- 
ly big questions. 

“Do you think I’m a bad person 
for making pornography?” she 
asked the audience. “Looking at 
my old movies, they are not very 
exciting or erotic and | think, ‘The 
feminists were right.’ But then I 
think, ‘That's where we were at 
with sex at the time’. I'm glad I'm 
not like that person anymore, but 
we all have to start somewhere.” 

Is porn good or bad for women? 
Sprinkle parades on stage with a 
series of contradicting placards to 
tackle that one 

“I've seen porn help women. I've 
seen porn hurt and confuse 
women”; “porn exploits women. 
Porn pays well, but not enough”; 
“porn creates violence against 
women. Censorship is harmful to 
women.” 

“Dirty pictures don’t make peo- 
ple rape and kill,” she says to 
underline her point. “Countries 
where porn is banned are the most 
oppressive to women.” 

That doesn’t mean sex work is 
all fun and water sports. “Being in 
the sex business can be a really 
hard, fucking job,” Sprinkle says. 

That’s when it’s time to apply 
Sprinkle’s 12-step program to cure 
“sex-worker burnout,” which 
includes getting the hell out if it’s 
chronic. In fact, it sounds like 
Sprinkle may be ready to take her 
own advice. “I'm still committed to 
bringing forth a healthy vision of 
sexuality, but the porn queen in 
me is weary,” she confesses. 

It might have something to do 
with the fact she’s now happily 
married to Kimberly Silvers, “a life- 
adventurer who drives a Harley.” 

“I've been completely monoga- 
mous for two years,” Sprinkle says 
of her new state of domestic bliss. 

But before you think she’s sud- 
denly become old-fashioned, 
Sprinkle adds that “being intimate 
in this way is the most intense and 
outrageous thing I’ve done.”

Since we are each 
other’s only-sex partners, our 
movie nights have provided us 
with sexual variety in a safe way.

We've 
actually tried this out with our 
camcorder, but holding the camera 
steady is troublesome considering 
our preoccupation with other 
activities. It’s dawned on us that 
perhaps we should find someone 
else to do the filming. 

Are there people who provide 
this type of service? If so, how do 
we know we can trust them? Is it 
legal? Do they charge a lot? Any 
alternate suggestions?

oh-oh-oh all day long, and I don’t 
think I could stand it.” Is there a 
company that would shoot you 
two lovebirds?

In the phone book, there are 
hundreds of listings for companies 
that make videos of weddings, first 
communions, and corporate meet- 
ings — whatever. Some fly-by- 
night video company would, Gary 
agreed, be willing to tape you and 
the girlfriend going at it. “I don’t 
think there’s a problem, legally 
speaking, so long as they're both 
consenting adults,” Gary told me. 
“It’s not illegal to make a porn 
video, you know, unless they want 
to make a snuff film or some- 

As for safety, Gary recommends 
that you find someone you trust — 
perhaps a friend that’s a film- 
maker? — or that you have control 


- of the tapes at all times. There’s a 
“huge market for amateur porn, and 





expect a video shoot to cost? 
“That’s really hard to say. How 
many locations? How many people 
are in the shoot? How much edit- 
ing and post-production will need 
to be done?” Two people, one loca- 
tion, an hour long? “My guess 
would be somewhere between 
$5,000 to $8,000 for a professional 
quality product.” 

Finally, did Gary have any alter- 
nate suggestions? “If the only 
problem they had making home 
videos was difficulty holding the 
camera, they could use a tripod.”
